MERCER, Wis., April 25—The 
United States’ million dollar 
murderer, John Dillinger, with 
a puny $25 price tag on his 
head—and the blood of 13 men 
across his bullet-blazed trail— 
mocked today an army of more | 
than 5,000 officers who hunted 
him. | 
“We'll have John Dillinger before | 
long,’ said the United States de- 
partment of justice throughout its 
division of investigation at Chicago. 

The earnestness of the govern- 
ment's determination was witnessed 
by both the great number of high 
calibre of agents they threw into 
the hunt. 


TIME IS SHORT 


Government men in charge of the 
man-hunt reviewed their accom- 
plishments in tracking Dillinger 
during the past week and declared 
it only a matter of days, perhaps 
hours, before the outlaw would be 
killed or captured—probably killed. | 


But there was no word of the 
desperado despite the intensity of 


the hunt. Rumors flew, but all 
simmered down to the fact that 
John Dillinger vanished Sunday 


night from the Little Bohemia re- 
sort near here and has been unre- 
ported since. 

In a criminal career dating 
only from last June—not yet a 
year—this 31-year-old small-town 
man from Indiana has cost an es- 
timated $1,500,000 in law enforce- 
ment funds and another $500,000 
in loot from banks he has robbed; 
yet the only reward. offered to- 
day for his capture is the nom- 
inal $25 which the State of Indi- 
ana offers automatically for the 
arrest of parole violators.

CLUE TO BABY 
MURDER HERE 


| Hunting Woman Who 
Lived at 10726 96 Street 
for Several Weeks 


A murder trail grew “hot” Wed- 
;nesday as city police commenced a 
widespread search for a woman, 
believed to be the slayer of the in- 
fant child whose strangled body was 
found on the Norwood dump, the 
night of March 28 last, with a cheap 
white cotton stocking knotted tight- 
ly around its neck and another 
stocking stuffed into its mouth. 

This woman, stated police, is 
known to have lived in a rooming 
house at 10726 96 street several 
weeks before March 28 and those 
giving information to Detective Wm. 
MeDonald and his investig-tors dis- 
closed that she was about to be- 
come a mother at the time. On the 
night of March 26, she left the 
saying she was going to the 
home of a friend on the South Side, 
She disappeared for several days 
and returned to 10726 96 street, but 
had no child with her 

Questioned by other roomers 
whose suspicions had been aroused 
by newspaper stories of the mys- 
tery, she explained that it had 
“been a mistake,” that she had not 
given birth to a baby, but was vic- 
tim of a growth at the time she 
told friends she was expecting to 
become a mother

| Story of “Flying Vacation. | 
ers” Winter in Wilds 


Is Recounted 


DAWSON CREEK, B.C. 
—Looking hale and hearty after 
spending the winter at their camp 
on the upper Halfway river, re- 
pairing their Fairchild plane which 
cracked up last September, the 
party of “flying vacationers’ from 
Chicago, headed by Captain A. C. 
Simmons, arrived back in Dawson 
Creek on Tuesday. The party came 
in two flights, the first relay arriv- 
ing last week. The story of their 
winter in the wilds is told here by 
Captain Simmons. They are ex- 
pected in Edmonton soon. 


Living in tents during the early | 
part of the winter when for 35 days | 


the thermometer was registering 
from 20 to 75 below, they built a 
three-room log cabin, 50 by 20 feet 
covered it with hand-made shakes 
and used mica for the windows. It 
was late in December before they 
had it ready for occupation, their 
tents at this time being covered 
with several inches of frost on the 
inside, 


BUILD HANGAR 

A hangar 50 by 26 was built but 
before the snov too deep they 
had cleared a field to take off, 
cabin was equipped entirely with 
home-made furniture. They made 
their own toboggans and snowshoes 
out of native spruce and birch with 
| babiche for lacings and, after winter 
set in, it was impossible to move 
without them, 

Wild meat of which there was an 
abundance and staple groceries, 
which had to be transported about 
250 miles by pack horse, were their 


| main provisions. 


When fairly well established, a 
pack train of 30 horses was sent to 
Dawson Creek and about 5,000 
pounds of plane repairs and sup- 
plies were taken in. Amongst this 


was four tanks of oxygen and 
aceilyene gas, small air-cooled gas 
engines, power saws, tools and 
other equipment. 
| FIVE HORSES DIED , 
Owing to the severe weather and 
deep snow, five of the horses died 
on the trail, the trip out and in| 


taking 37 days. Camp being reached 
in the coldest weather. 

The plane had to be completely 
rebuilt with the exception of the 
wings which were practically un- 
damaged.

Watrous, now 80, revealed for the 
first time that he created and ex- | 
hibited the sea serpent which sud- 
denly appeared in Lake George in 
upper New York during the sum- | 
mer of 1904. Dozens of distinguish- 
ed persons saw that beast, scientific 
parties dragged the lake for it, 
summer residents became terrified. | 

“I intended it at first as a trick | 
on my old friend, Colonel William 
Mann, owner of Town Topics,” said 
Watrous. “I painted the serpent 
in the brightest colors—it had 
head 12 feet high. 

A civil engineer hitched it on a 
spring for me and I took the thing | 
down to shallow water and sank it | 
in the edge of the lake. 

“I waited until Mann came along | 
and I released the spring. Up came | 
the sea-beast, staring at the terri- | 
fied visitors. I let them get one! 
good look at it, then I pulled it | 
out of sight 

“That night, we slipped the beast |

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WHY THE DELAY? 


The budget brought down at Ottawa dispels 
any lively hope that a general Dominion elec- 
tion might be held this year. Unless parlia- 
ment—as it should do but won’'t—demands an 
election and enforces the demand by refusing 
to vote money, the evident intention of the 
Government is to muddle along until time com- 
pels a reference to the electors a year hence. 


This being the case, what becomes of the 
public works program that was heralded over 
the radio last fall and has been predicted 
periodically during the winter? Is this 
gram to be carried through on the scale indi- 
cated, or is it to be abandoned, or cut to an 
inconsequential fraction, or held back until an 
election is again in prospect? 

Spring is here, but the program is not. The 
unemployed are still subsisting on “doles” which 
were to be discarded for a work and wage 
arrangement. The work should under way 
now. The plans should have been announced 
long ago, preparations made and contracts let. 
Half the summer will be lost because that was 
not done before the construction season opened, 
What is holding up the works?

TWO PROVINCES IN PROTEST 

Premier Taschereau of Quebec says the im- 
position of a federal tax of 10 per cent on the 
output of gold mines is a direct invasion of the 
provincial field of taxation, and amounts to the 
appropriation of a provincial asset. If a Dom- 
inion tax on gold, why not on the products of 
forests, farms and fisheries, all branches of 
production which are by the constitution placed 
under provincial custody? 

Premier Pattullo said nothing, but took the 
first train for Ottawa when the tax was an- 
nounced, It may be assumed he will have plenty 
to say there, and in the same strain as Mr. 
Taschereau’s observations. 

If the Dominion needs revenue, so do the 
provinces, and it is their right, not that of the 
Dominion, to levy a direct tax on production. 
Whatever the new tax may yield in federal 
revenue, it seems well calculated to produce a 
free-for-all fight between Ottawa and the gov- 
ernments of the gold producing provinces; with 
the usual by-products of sectional discord, and 
perhaps a few costly appeals to the Privy 
Council. 

It is not worth ten million dollars to plunge 
the country into that brand of political strife. 
The charitable inference is that the Minister of 
Finance did not quite foresee the results of his 
desperate grab for revenue that does not belong 
to him. If that is the case, he should say so 
frankly, drop the tax, and preserve peace. 


DEEPER AND DEEPER 

When Australia the point where 
there was a deficit in government accounts ap- 
proximately equal to the paid out in 
interest on the national was realized 
that a crisis had arrived 

Federal and state governments pooled their 
powers in a joint effort to avert national bank- 
ruptey. An advisory council of economists and 
financial experts was created, and plans set in 
motion to avert the calamity—a major item in 
the program being a reduction in the interest 
charges which would bring these somewhat into 
alignment with the reduced earning and paying 
power of the taxpayers.

Canada long ago reached that point, and has 
now got far beyond it. Last year there was a 
deficit of $135,200,000 in the books of the 
Dominion Government alone; and the interest 
paid on Dominion bonds amounted to 
$139,700,000 With taxation hoisted to the 
point of maximum production of revenue, the 
Dominion cannot now pay the interest on its 
debt. The interest is added to the debt, and 
become itself an interest-bearing obligation. 

The provinces are all running behind, with 
varying degrees of velocity. At the provincial 
capitals, as at Ottawa, the interest on debt is 
not being paid, but is being added to the debt 
and itself interest-bearing—in sub- 
Stantial and menacing proportion. 

Taking the Dominion and the provinces to- 
gether, not only is the country going behind 
the amount of the interest on the public debt; 
it is going behind at an accelerating rate— 
measured by the amount of interest that has to 
be charged up this year on the unpaid interest 
of last year,

STILL OFF THE MAP 


The publicity department of the Provincial 
Government is preparing for the tourist season, 
A folder is being issued, setting out in picture 
and descriptive language the beauties of the 
Banff and Jasper mountain parks. No doubt 
it will be a work of art. It will have to be that 
to do justice to the subject. 

And, let it be hoped, the bog-holes on the 
Jasper trail will be passed over as lightly as 
possible. That also will be necessary if results 
are to be obtained. 

Another holiday season is at hand, and 
Jasper park is still not accessible by an all- 
weather highway. Nor, so far as the public are 
aware, have plans yet been made to complete 
this highway and to link the scenic wonderland 
at Jasper with the highweys in British 
Columbia. 

Tourist traffic brought $100,000,000 less into 
Canada in 1933 than it did in 1932. Hard times 
no doubt accounted largely for the slump, 
though the times in 1932 were not altogether 
conducive to travel and free spending. 

But it is idle to overlook the other fact that 
we have done little or nothing in the meantime 
to open up new highways for the motor tourist 
into and through our mountain region. Until 
that is done, by the construction of a standard 
highway to and through Jasper to the coast, it is 
useless to expect any heavy invasion of motor 
tourists into this province, Scenery which can- 
not be reached by a dependable highway might 
as well be in the moon, so far as the majority 
of tourists are concerned. 

Canada could have employed a hundred 
thousand men for the last three summers in 
opening up its great mountain area to sight- 
seers, without interfering with the carrying on 
of ordinary industry and business, It could have 
paid them fair wages, with the sure knowledge 
that the investment would pay handsome divi- 
dends through all the years to come. The great 
depression was a great opportunity to add a new 
and permanent revenue-producing asset to the 
Dominion, by opening up the mountain parks 
to tourists. 

The opportunity was ignored, while the men 
who would have gladly done the work were 
supported by “doles”; and another tourist 
season finds Jasper still not on the motor tourist 
map of the continent.

A new treaty was negotiated, but the quota 
system, to which France has increasingly re- 
sorted, has almost deprived Canadian wheat 
growers of the French market. There is room 
for a new deal between Canada and France. 
Since the famous promise that Canada would 
blast her way into foreign markets the obstacles 
have multiplied, Canadian wheat has been shut 
out of so many foreign countries that if France 
is willing to change her policy and relax her 
restrictions Canada should encourage her by a 
give-and-take proposal.—London Advertiser.

The Passing Show

We must congratulate ourselves on the 
changes in the Budget which go to reduce the 
cost of living for we poor folk. All I hope for 
myself is that they're not making an excuse for 
cutting down my salary. 

Synthetic resins, gum amber, aluminum leas 
and synthetic cryolite (a clay 
from Greenland used for the 
electrolytic recovery of alum- 
inum) together with flotation 


reagents are now to be ad- 
mitted free of duty. 
Tea and coffee, clothing 


and textiles—in short, about 
everything else but synthetic 
resins, gum amber, aluminum 
leas, cryolite, flotation rea- 
gents and  diamonds—will 
continue to pay heavy duties. 

Sugar, which is largely carbon, will pay a 
supertax of one cent a pound after July Ist 
(it will continue to pay a supertax of two cents 
a pound till then) in addition to the ordinary

duty and the six per cent sales tax. Diamonds, 
which consist of carbon with the molecules 
compressed more tightly than in sugar, will 


continue to come in duty free as before. 

Bakers’ cakes and pies and milk albumen 
are no longer to pay a sales tax of six per cent. 
Cigarette tubes are to pay only three cents tax 
per 100 instead of four cents. Instead of paying 
gallonage on beer in addition to the three cents 
a pound duty on malt, the 1242 cent a gallon 
tax is to be abolished and a straight tax of 74% 
cents a pound placed on the malt. 

The housewife who buys synthetic resins, 
gum amber, aluminium leas, synthetic cryolite, 
bakers’ pies, cigarette tubes and malt will now 
find her dollar go a little further as a result of 
the budget changes—if the dealers pass along 
the reduction to the consumer, 

Except for that, and the reduction of the 
super-tax on sugar, the Budget will leave the 
taxation on food, drink, clothing and everyday 
needs, pretty well undisturbed. 


Fortunately modern science has come to our 
aid at this time. It looked as if the ultimate in 
low cost of living had been reached a couple 
of weeks ago when an Edmonton journal pub- 
lished on its editorial page, for the encourage- 
ment of its readers, an article by a chap who 
told how he y naging to get three meals 
a day for a nickel. 

From a friendly butcher he got bones with 
meat scraps on them, on the pretext that they 
were for a dog. He found fish heads in garbage 
boxes and made appetising fish chowders from 
them. He boiled rhubarb juice to use on the 
wholewheat porridge that made his sole break- 
fast dish to save buying milk, and at the end 
of the month sometimes had enough left out of 
his nickel a day to buy an egg qr a piece of 
cheese. 

Now the Manitoba Free Press 
Prairie Farmer section with an advance on the 
Edmonton solution of the high cost of living. It 
quotes Sir William Arbuthnot Lane to say that 
“Eating isn't to blame for most cooks being fat. 
It’s the smell of the food.” Sir William asserts 
that “tests have shown that appetites can be 
satisfied by aromas of cooking foods without 
ever taking a bite.”

Asparagus Delicious 


And Healthful 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Asparagus was cultivated by the Romans 
and was considered by them to be a table del- 
icacy. Only the young and tender shoots are 
used in most households, but some of the poorer 
peasants of Europe also use the seeds as a sub- 
stitute for coffee and the berries as the basis for 
a drink. 

Asparagus can be obtained 
the year around in cans and 
during the winter months it is 
too expensive for Vie average 
person who must wait until 
it has become so plentiful as 
to be reasonable in price. 

Asparagus is one of the 
healthful non-starchy vege- 
tables and has a decided value 
in overcoming constipation as 
it helps to fill the intestines 
with a soft, non-irritating bulk. It is very rich 
in food minerals such as sodium, calcium and 
potassium. Asparagus also contains a special 
substance which acts as a stimulant to the 
kidneys and is usually passed out of the body 
quickly. Because of this property, asparagus 
may be used to good advantage in Bright's 
Disease. 

Here are a few asparagus recipes for you to 
follow:

STEAMED ASPARAGUS 

After washing the asparagus carefully, tie 
it in a bunch with the heads on the same level. 
The lower ends of the stalks should then be 
cut off evenly with a sharp knife. Place the 
bunch in a deep pan with a cover. Add about 
two inches of water in the bottom of the pan 
and cook for one half hour. By cooking in this 
way the choice tips will be steamed and un- 
broken. The asparagus may be served on Melba 
Toast with melted butter poured over it just 
before it is eaten. 

ASPARAGUS SOUP 

Cut into fine pieces enough fresh asparagus 
to equal three cupfuls and place over fire with 
three or four cupsful of water. Cook until 
tender and add about three cupsful of thin 
cream and the desired amount of chopped 
parsiey. Serve hot with thin strips of Melba 
Toast. A dash of whipped cream may also be 
added to each serving. 


HOW TO MAKE MELBA TOAST TO GO 
WITH ASPARAGUS 
While it is now possible to buy the Melba 


Toast put up in package form, nevertheless, 
you may wish to learn how to prepare it at 
home. This kind of toast is very thin and is 


browned all the way through. It may be made 


at home very easily by using the following 
method: Cut all of the crust from a loaf of 


white bread, and slice the entire loaf in pieces 
one quarter of an inch thick. Allow these to 
dry overnight, and preferably even longer. 
When thoroughly dry they should then be put 
in a moderately hot oven and roasted so that 
the heat will entirely penetrate to the centre 
of the slice and it becomes browned all the way 
through. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: “A Reader,’ Lawrence, Mass.: 
“Is it possible in any way, shape or form to 
permanently cure a cuse of knock-knee in an 
adult. I always read your column so I will be 
Sure to see the answer.” 

ANSWER: It is almost impossible for adults 
to expect to overcome knock-knees. However, 
by taking exercises such as the deep-knee 
bending, also by alternately raising on the toes 
and heels, the muscles may be so developed 
that the deformity not noticeable. You 
should not expect quick results but you can im- 
prove the appearance of the limbs if your are 
persistent and repeat the exercises every day 
Just a fraction of an inch improvement often 
makes the shape of the legs more symmetricel. 

QUESTION — Mr. H. C., of Los Angeles, 
Calif., writes: “What would cause a pain in the 
left side and also soreness?” 

ANSWER-It is almost impossible for me tu 
give you a definite cause of the pain since you 
have provided me with very little information 
by means of your letter. The pain may be due 
to pressure of gas in the top of the stomach, or 
to several other causes. I believe it would be 
advisable for you to write to me again, sending 
me a copy of your doctor's report. 

QUESTION—-Miss A. A. L. writes: “My back 
hurts me a lot and I am very round shouldered. 
Is there any way that I can get my shoulders 
straight?” 

ANSWER—You not send me enough 
information so that I can help you. Is the back- 
ache in the lower part of the back or through 
the upper part of the spine? It is usually pos- 
sible to correct round shoulders through cor- 
rective exercises and I think the best plan is 
for you to write me again.

A Day in Canadian History 
On this date in 1871 the House 


of Commons formally declared 
two men clected for the same 
seat. It is a peculiar story. The 


first election in Marquette after 
the admission of Manitoba into 
the Confederation was held March 
2, 1871. The return of the return- 
ing officer showed that each of 
the two candidates, Angus Mc- 
Kay and James S. Lynch, had re- 
ceived the same number of votes, 
282 cach, If such a thing hap- 
pened now the returning officer 
would give the deciding vote, 
but there was then no provision 
for such a decision and so he 
made the return to Ottawa as re- 
quired by law. 


In due course the matter was 
brought before the House of 
Commons, which referred it 


the committee on privileges and 
elections. That body held several 
sittings and reported to ghe House 
that the returning officer should 
have declared both candidates 
elected,

There would have been almost 
as much gold mining activily 
carried on, if the value of the 
gold had remained in the vicinity 
of $20 an ounce. The only good 
thing that can be produced out of 
the agitat'on is to show those 
who suffer from a tax on the 
breakfast table or a tax on fruits, 
ete, not grown in Canada, how 
busy to get in order to have such 
taxes reduced qr removed. There 
is one industry that should be 
taxed and it, in my opinion, is 
the gold mined by the armed 
chair owners in bucket shops and 
other cushiony positions 

In the Yukon it was different. 
The mine owners there actually 
did their own work and paid all 
the expenses connected’ with 
their mine. People who are put- 
ting up the protest now are mine 
owners who, if the mine does not 
produce a profit, the Joint Stock 
Company owning the same im- 
mediately goes into liquidation, 
so that the protest of the mine 
owners, who never do any actual 
mining should be listened to not 
at all.
